Tbe Republican district convention 
Monday afternoon to nominate a candi- 
date for Btete Senator waa a littla slow 
In getting atartad, but an axofadiaglT 
lively affair when it did finally gat under 
full headway. 

S^me of Chairman W. W. GauU'd rul- 
inga ware ao laoooalBtant and ao iagrant* 
ly unfair that they excited a chorus of 
jeers. The cry of "Redwiut", "Redwine, 
"Redwiue" was frequently heard, and 
after Menday'a piooatdbiga, oar Bapob- 
lican friends are estopped front any 
further talk against tbe Louisville con- 
vention. Some of tbe delegates were 
very angry when (bay left tba court 
room. 

The convention was called to order by 
Mr. W. D. Cochran, in tbe absence of tbe 
Obairman of tbe distrlet. On hia sug- 
gaatlon tba dalagatioa from Lewla took 
seats on the east side of tha room and 
tbe Mason delegates on the left. 

There waa some tronbla in securing a 
temporary Ohairauw. Mr. Oaorga B. 
Owens, Mr. W. W. Gault, 'Squire Grigaby 
and Mr. W. D. Cochran were in turn 
placed in noa)inatiou but each declined 
tbe honor. Mr. O wana waa finally eboaan, 
notwitbataading bis daelination. He re- 
fused to serve, howavar, and than Mr. 
Gaalt was chosen. 

Mr. Praatoa Walla and Mr. W. C. Hal- 
bert ware plaoad in nomination for tern* 
porary Secretary. On the sugKestion of 
the Mason delegates Mr. Wells was with- 
drawn, and Mr. Ualbert waa elected. 

Oh motion 'Squira Higglna and 'Sqniro 
Gtigsby of Lewis and Mr. Preston Wella 
and Mr. Geo. H. Owens of Mason were 
appointed Committee on Reaolutions, 
and Mr. E. a Roland And Mr. S. K. 
PBrkar» of lawla, and 'Squire Forman 
and Mr. Scott Fletcher of Maaoo Com- 
mittue on Credentials. 

Alter the lapse of several minutes, Mr. 
C. U. Degman moved that a Committee 
on Rules and Order be appointed. Three 
votes were heard in favor of the motion, 
and tbe Chair pioueeded to name Mr. 
John Short and Mr. Len Furnell of 
Mason, and Mr. R. M. Parker and Mr. C.
